Brownsville, who also had the contract 
for the scavenger woik at Fort Blown 
Mr Tomayo testified that when the 
shooting began he was working in the 
rear of "B" barracks. The first shot 
he said came from the alley about 
half a block from the reservation, be- 
tween 
Elizabeth 
and ' Washington^ 


streets Another shot was fired almost 
immediately, and Tomajo quickly ex- 
tingulfched his lantern for fear of being 
made a target. He said that a fusil- 
lade followed, the bullets whistling 
over the barracks as if fired toward 
the

building

all. After the volley he said he drove 
out between B and D bat racks toward 
the administration building.

that soldiers did not leave the bar- 
lacks to enter the town nor enter tho

would Have been impossible for sol- 
diers to have hidden along the wall in 
the rear of the outhouses and wood- 


1 sheds. He was absolutely certain, 


i though, that soldiers could not have 
' fired from the harracks into the town 


i without his seeing the flashes of the 
i guns and hearing them. 


On these points the witness was 


closely cross-questioned by Senators 
Warner, Frazier, Foster and Overman, 
but he could not be shaken. He vol 
unteered the statement that when he 
•nas examined by Assistant Attorney 
General Puidy and Major Blocksam, 
that Mr. Purdy triefl to get him to say 
that the first shot was fired from 
within the barracks and that iie be- 
came scared and jumped on his cart 
and drove away 
He said that Mr. 


Purdy confused him, and he answered 
"yes" once when he meant "no,"' and 
that Mr. Purdy told him to wait until 
he got his stenographer. When the 
question was again put, said Tomayo, 
he answered that the first shot came 
from the alley. 


When Senator Foraker insisted on 


bringing out this testimony, Senator 
Warner protested, but the Ohio sen- 
ator declared that he purposed to 
have made a part of the record the 
character of the examination of wit- 
nesses at former investigations where 
no chance for cross-examination was 
given.

In 
America there are some patnotn- Irish- 
men who will declare that they know 
exactly what the shamrock is and can 
distinguish it at sight, hut in Ireland 
several varieties of trefoils or three 
Jenved plants have entered tbe lists for 
recognition as the real shamrock, and 
uo man really knows which is which. 


As a matter of fact, any trefoil that 


comes from Ireland, is the •shamrock 
when it gets to the United States. It 
is a three leaved hit of green from the 
old sod and therefore eminently fit for 
use in 1he wearing of the green. The 
white clover is said to be the most 
popular candidate for shamrock dis- 
tinction, though there is, also the red 
clover, while the yellow clover, the 
wood sorrel, the bird's foot trefoil and 
a few others present their claims. 
Oh. the shamrock, the green. Immortal

So sang Tom Moore, the immortal, 


and the shamrock goes, whether it be 
clover or wood sorrel. 
The present 


word shamrock is the generic name in 
Irish and Gaelic for all trefoils.

ceeding dialects it occuis variously as 
seamrag, seamsog, seamrog, seamroge, 
shamrotf, shamrocke, shnmroke, sham- 
rogh. shamroote, shamrug shamrose, 
searnor-ogc and thambroch.

means "little clover." 


\Ve have, of course, little clovers in j 


the United States, but none of us who 
tire Irish will deign to accept any 
such specimen as a shamro<k. In the 
sheets of New York and other cities 
there me sold on St. Patrick's day 
three leaved greens purporting to hi- 
the true Iilsh shamrock, but many of 
them aie merely American clover Any 
Irishman can detect the fraud at a

Very often the letters reach 


this country in quite a bedraggled con- 
dition 
Usually the shnmrook is mois- 


tened before sealing the envelope in the 
hope that it may keep fresh and green 
011 the voyage. Sometimes too mufh 
wetness leaks through the envelope 
and smears the address BO that it is im- 
possible to decipher it In that case the 
letter goes to a certain department, 
where it is dried out and an attempt ia 
made to read the address. This falling, 
the poor little shamrock is entombed in 
the dead letter office at Washington, 
\\heie it gives what assistance it can 
in keeping its own grave green. 


It is said that there is practically no 


traffic in the real shamrock in the 
Uuited States. Such specimens of it as 
are worn in caps aucl hats, in button- 
holes and on bosoms during the anni- 
versary of the patron saint are. as a 
rule, extracted from the letters sent by 
the folks at home. Xo doubt some deal- 
ers now and then get in htock some of 
the renl article, but there is so inucb 
clover in the United States which the 
f-ows do not devour aud it is so cheap 
and attuxctivc that it is an easy mat- 
ter to pass? it off tor shamrock, except 
in the case of the Irish nmi or woman 
direct Iroui the old sod, who discovers 
the deception at onc-e. It is the "dear 
little plant'' itself which these people 
demand

Desperate Effort 
Made to Introduce 


, Copy of Affidavit Mi«« Netbit I* Al- 


leged to Have Signed — Alienists 
Declare Thaw Sane the Night of 
the Tragedy. 


'New York, March 1C.—In"the Thaw 
trial District Attorney Jerome se- 
cured from Abraham Hummel his com- 
plete story as 10 the affidavit which it 
is alleged Evelyn Nesbit Thaw made 
in the lawyer's office in 1903, charging 
Harry K. Thaw with beating her when 
she had told him that the statement 
that Stanford White had drugged and 
ruined her was not true. When the 
Hummel testimony waa offered Mr. 
Delmas made a specific objection to 
each 
question. 
Justice 
Fitzgerald 


overruled every objection and Mr. Del- 
mas had exceptions noted to rulings. 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw was called to 
the stand in the effort of the defense 
to keep Hummel silent. She declared 
she had called upon Hummel In his 
professional capacity and to seek his 
advice as a lawyer. Stanford White 
•had taken her to the lawyer's office 
•with that end in view. Justice FitZ: 
gerald declared that admitting the 
proposition of counsel and Client, Mrs. 
Thaw had herself waived the profes.- 
sional privilege by giving her version 
of what transpired at Hummel's office' 
earlier in the case. The bond of -se- 
crecy once removed could not be:re- 
established. 


Hummers testimony in brief was .to 


the effect that Evelyn Xesbit had told 
him among other things that Thaw 
had beaten her when she refused io 
sign papers he had prepared charging 
Stanford White with her betrayal; 
that he had dictated a statement to a 
stenographer in the presence of Miss 
Nesbit and Stanford White; that he 
gave the affidavit to two of his clerks 
to take to Miss'Nesbit in the Madison 
Square Garden tower, and that the 
next day "the paper-was returned to 
him with Evelyn Nesbit's signature 
attached. He kept the-affidavit until 
Miss Nesbit called and demanded it. 
-He. refused to give It to her and 
turned' It over to Stanford White, ad- 
vising him- to have a photographic 
copy made. Hummel first, said he had 
himself, arranged for photographing 
the affidavit, and that the photog- 
rapher cfimc to his. office. A fovy mo- 
mentsr later, .however, he completely 
contradicted himself en this point, say- 
ing he did not make - the 
arrange- 


ments; that the photographer did not 
come to his office, and that he had 
not so testified. After Stanford White 
•had the copy made he returned the 
original of the affidavit, the photo- 
graphic negatives and the prints made 
from the negative* to Hummel, who 
swore that he subsequently delivered 
the original affidavit to Miss Nesbit 
and has not seen it since.

cross-examination, Attor- 


ney Delmas brought admissions that 
the witness had been convicted in De- 
cember, 1005, on a charge of conspir- 
acy in the same courtroom in which 
Thaw is being tried. He further ad- 
mitted that two indictments for sub-

against him, and that one of tho.se in- 
dictments charges him with having 
caused a false affidavit to be made.

Lives Lott and Property Dcatroyat1. 


Eleven Dead In Athena County. 
Athens, O., March 16.—The raging 


waters of the Hocking river have 
claimed seven lives in this city and 
four elsewhere in the county, and for 
several days Athens has been cut off 
from the world, telephone and tele- 
graph wires all being down. Commu- 
nication by telephone has been re- 
stored. Those drowned in Athens are- 
Ed Sweet, single: Albert Sweet, mar- 
ried, painter; Mr. Turner and wife; 
Mr. Young; Charles Beahrs, hack 
driver; Otto Barth, a miller. All the 
persons, with the exception of Barth, 
were in one skiff, the boat being in 
charge of Ed Sweet and Beahrs when 
it was capsized. The other drownings 
occurred at Nelsonville, where three 
lost their lives, and one at Trimble. 
The roadway of the Baltimore it Ohio 
railway north of the river broke, al- 
lowing the waters to rush into the 
city. Fifty houses were swept away, 
and 50 more are tottering on their 
foundations. A thousand persons are 
homeless and arc being cared for in 
churches and halls.

Columbus, O., March 16.—M. S. Con- 


nors, general superintendent of the 
Hocking Valley, the Toledo ft Ohio 
Central, the Kanawha & Michigan and 
th« Zan«svil1e & Western railways, 
estimated the damage by flood to 
those lines in southern Ohio at about 
$100,000. The Hocking Valley Is un- 
able to run trains south of Enterprise, 
the Ohio Central is blocked at Corn- 
ing and the Kanawha 4 Michigan is 
tied up both in Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia by the high water.
